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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in substance that the 
limitations previsously presented in claims 37-40 {now canceled and incorporated into the independent claims) contain limitations that 
teach spoofing that are not disclosed by the prior art of reference. In response, Kloth teaches spoofing. Kloth discloses that an IP packet 
can be altered or modified and that this would include changing or exchanging destination addressess. The definition of spoofing as 
generally accepted in the art is consistent with the actions A generally accepted definition would include nauthorized use of legitimate 
identification and authentication data, however it was obtained, to mimic a subject different from the attacker. Impersonating, 
masquerading, piggybacking, and mimicking are forms of spoofing.. 
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
